Supposing her to be
worth £50,000,000, and to disburse only
the interest, she could get rid of $10,000
a day, or 81,000 every working hour. In
other words, she could perpetually give
away $16 n minute for ten hoursof every
working day and never touch the prin-
cipal! If resolved to transfer to others
the entire fortune, it would take her a

ear if she counted out $3.50 a second.

Trar Disraeli ministerin Great Britain
muat be considered a success in its abil-
ity to find avenues for the expenditure
of money. It does not propose to
adopt the ' cheese-paring policy” of
(Hadsatone, by means of which expendi-
tures were so curtailed that a reduction
in taxation was possible. Disracli wants
upwards of £78,000,000 for the current
fiscal year, an amount larger by several
million pounds sterling than was ex-
pended in any one year when Glad-
stone wis at the helm of state, With the
present sources of revenue there would
be a deficiency of nearly £R00,000, and
this the chancellor of the exchequer pro-
poses to muke up and have a surplus of
L365,000 by an increase of & peany a
pound in the income tax. This tax is
made a great source of revenue in En-
gland whenever an unusual sum of mon-
ey ispeeded. A tax of 4 penny a pound,
though only a little over two-fifths of
one per cent. will produce, according to
the chancellor of the exchequer, about
L1,000,000 per apnum. This shows
what immense wealth is concentrated in
the united kingdom in the hands of
the men who have incomes subject to
taxation.

ACCORDING Lo & contemporary, a cu-
rionscase has been decided in the court
of justice at Munich, Tt has always
been the custom to deck the two towers
of the cathedral with flage upon ocea-
wions of public festivity, and until re-
cently this practice had never given rise
to any misunderstanding, Since the
unification of Germany the Arehbishop
of Munich has always hoisted the vellow
and white flag with the keys of St, Pe-
ter upon the towers on saints’ days,
while upon political holidays the munie-
ipality has displayed from the two tow-
ers the black, red, and- yellow flag, sur-
mounted by the iwperial eagle. Upon
the last anniversary of the battle of
Seduan, these emblems of the new empire

The description is as follows: “The
creature has a body of & dark green
color, mottled with yellow or orange-col-
ored spots. This is about five inches
long by two and a half broad, of a beetle
shape, and terminating at the head in a
pair of red and very vicious looking eves
and two hormny mandibles of a like color
and a decidedly snappish appearance.
It has no appearance of wings. Its most
peculiar festure, however, is a single pair
of spidery legs attached to the lower end
of ite body.

NOUTH AND WENT.

The Louisville, Paducah and South-
western railroad, now in a receiver’s hands,
has been ordered to be sold at a time to be
hereaflter specified.

The supreme court of Louisiana has
decided the issue of two million five hundred
thousand dollars of state bonds to the Mobile
and Chattanooga railroad to be invalid and
unconstitutional,

Capt. Eads informs the jetty company
that the depth of water in South Pass varies
from fifteen and a hall to twenty-eight feet,
The lormer depth is on the shoals, which will
have disappeared by the first of May.

Diaz writes to Antoine, of New Or-
leans, that he has four thousand men with
whom he expecls to consummate the revolo-
tion begun under his name at Matamoras,
He says he will begin at on<e his advance
upon the eapital.

FORFEIGN.

The Chinese have given up the contest
with the Portugese over the possession of the
island city of Macao. The dispatch relating
to this mutter states that the Portugese oo-
cupy Macao wrongfully, but three hundred
years ago, it seems, the territory was awarded
them by China for defending the Chinese
const from Jupanese pirates.

The supreme court of the United States

The
question involved the title of 960,000 aeres of
Innd in Kansas, and was the argest and per-
haps most important land ease ever pre-
sented for adjudieation in this countrv.
There ure now on these ceded lands o popn-

l ation of ot least fifteen thousand people,

possessing schools, churches and varions
industrial establishmenta. A deecision in
favor of the railroad companies would have
sbrogated the title of thess peaple 1o their
property, Which was regularly purchased
from the United States,

The February report of the burean of
statisties, just published, shows that during
that month our imports were valued st but
$38,728,919, while the exports were valued nt
$60,803,953, Exeluding speeie and bullion,
the imports were $37,746,477 and the exports
$54,766 828, Tuking the specie value of our
exports, the balunee of trade in our lavor
during that month wne nearly $12,000,000 in
gold, or, including the foreign exports in the
account, fully $13,000,000, rejecting the specie
and bullion movements altogether. As com-
pared with the corresponding month of 1875,
our exports increased nearly fifteen per cent.
in value, while the imports diminished more
than twenty-five per cent. Manufactored
goods have increased more than other ar-
ticles.

CONGRESSIONAL.

SENATE

In the senate, on the 17th, there was
unusual activity, preparing for the impeach-
ment trial of W, W. Belknap, late secretary
of war. Alter the journal of Thursdsy’s pro-
ceedings had been read, various petitions and
memorials were presented, but at hali past
twelve o’clock legislative business was sus-
pended, and the senate proceeded to the
consideration of the articles of impeachment,
The secretary was ordered tonolify the house

that the senate was ready to proceed with
the trial, and that seats had been provided
for the members., At fifteen minutes to one
o'clock ex-Becretary Belknap, with his coun-
sel, entered and proceeded to the table pro-
vided for them. The managers of the im-
peachmont and members of the house ap-
peared ot one o'clock, when the minutes of
the sessian of the senate as a court of im-
enchment, held on the th insl., were read.
he return on the writ served upon the ex-
seoretary having been read, Mr. Carpenter
read and had filed a plea denying the juris-
diction ot the senate to try Belknap on the
articles of impeachment, ns he was not an
officer of the United States at the time such
articles were found aod presented to the
senate. Mr. Lord, on the part of the man-
agers, asked that time be l\l‘owed them until
the 18th instant to consider what replication
shall be made to the plea of Belknap, and it
was so ordered. Mr, Mitehell, from the com-
mittee on privileges and elections, to which
was referred the guestion as to the proper
amount of compensation to be paid P B. 8,
Pinchbuack, late contestant for a seat from
Louisinna, reported a resolution to pay Pinch-
back the sum equal to the compensation and
mileasze of o senator from the beginning of
the term for which he was & contestant to
the termination of the contest by the senate.
Ordered printed and to lie en the table. The
commiflee on approprintions reported the
house deficiency appropriation bill with
amendments, includin » the following: To
pay the expenses ot {mnsﬁlomtinn, custody,
exhibition and return of United States prop-
erty o be exhibited at the centennial ; §15,-
000 for the interior department, $18,500 [or
the war department, $14,000 for the treasury
department, $21,000 for the Smithsonian in-
stitute, $8,000 for the United States commis-
sion of food for fishes, and $25,000 for the
Black Hills commission. The unfinished
husiness being the bill for the repavement of
Pennsylvania avenue, it was resumed, and
pending the discussion the senatg went into
executive session and soon adjourned,

In the senate, on the 18th, Mr. Bher-
man reported favorably on the senate bill to
amend the laws relating to legal-tenders of
silver coin. He gave notice he would call it
up Thursday. The bill reported and recom-
mended for passage by the finance commit-
tee, in its full text, is as follows: There shall
be coined at the mints of the United States a
silver coin of the weight of 412 810 grains
troy of standard silver, the emblems, devices
and inscriptions of which shall conform to
those prescribed by lnw for gold and silver
voins of the United States, with such modifi-
cations thereof as may be necessary to render
enid doilar distinguishable from the trade
dollar,and in the coinage and delivery there-
of the same deviations from standard weight
and fincness shall be sllowed as are pre-
scribed by law for the trade dollar, and said
dollar herein anthorized shall be a legal-
tender at its nomingl value for any amount
not exceeding twenty dollars in any one
payment, except for enstom duties and inter-
est on the public debt, and the trade dollar
shall not be a legal-tender therefor.
secretary of the treasury is hereby authorized
to exchange, for an equal amount of United
States notes, which shall be retired and can-
celled, und not be again replaced by other
notes, and all United States notes redeemed
under this set shall he held 10 be a part of
the sinking fund provided for by.un existing
law, the interest to be computed thereon as
in the case of bonds redeemed under the
acts relating to the sinking iund, Aoy owner
of silver bullion may deposit the same at the
mints, to be taken at its market value, to be
ageertnined and publicly announced from
time to time by the director of the mint, with
the approval of the seeretary of the treasury,
and to be paid for either in silver doliars or
gold e¢oin, or United States notes. The bul-
lion for the coinage of said silver doliars may
be proeured in the mode provided for as to
other silver eoins hy section 326 of the re-
visod statutes of the United States, the gain
antl wastage to be secounted for as provided
in said section. Mr. Morrill called ap house
bill muking appropriations to supply defi-
ciencies in the appropriations for lﬁe fiseal
year ending June 30, 1876, and for prior
years., Various amendments were agreed to,
among them the following : For the payment
of mileage to the senators who took their
seats at the session convened on the 5th of
March, 1875, by proclamation of the presi-
dent, who were not members of the previous
eongress, §6.336. The amendment of the
commitiee on appropriations, $25000 to pay
compensation and expen=es of the Blac
Hills commission, was agreed to: also the
amendment rl.purnpriatiug £73,500 to defray
cxpenses of exhibiting articles belonging to
the United States at the centennial. Mr.
Paddock submitted an amendment providing
that nothing contained in the bill should be
construed wo as to allow cempensation to
members of the Black Hills commission who
are prohibited from receiving the same by
the revised statntes of the United States,
Agreed to. After executive session, the sen-
ate adjourned.

In the senate, on the 10th, immediately
after the journal of yesterdas’s proceedings
was read, the chairman laid before that body
the message from the president veloing Lhe
act fixing the salary of the president. Ex-
Secretary Belknap and counsel entered at
fwenty-five minutes aflter twelve, and legis-
lative business was suspended to resume the
impeachment trisl. Mr. Lord sent to the
secretary’s desk and had read the answer
adopted by the house of representatives to
the plea of Belknap, to the effect that at the
time of the commission of the acts charged
Belkaap was an officer of the United States,
and was such officer until after the house, by
its proper committee, had (-.nmpleu--i its in-
vestigation into the charges against him, and
were preparing for his impeachment, a faet
known to hima when he resigned. Mr. Car-
penter, for the accused, asked for a copy of
the repheation of the house, and until Mon-
day next to apswer.

enty-ninth vear, is still hale and hearty.
In all countries of Europe families of
octogenarians, nonogenarians, and cen-
tenarians may be eited. On April 1,
1726, there died in Taris a saddler of
Doulevant, in Champagne, more than
one hundred wyears old. To inspire
Louis XTV. with the flattering hope of
{living as long, he was made, two years
previously, to present that monarch
with a bouquet on St. Louis’ day. His
father had lived one hundred and thir-
teen vears, his grandfather one hun-
dred and twelve. Jean Surrington, a
farmer in the environs of Berghem, lived
to be one hundred and sixty. The day
before his death, in complete possession
of his mental faculties, he divided his
property among his children ; the cldest
was one hundred and three, and what
was still more remarkable, the youngest
was only nine. Jean Golembiewski (the
oldest man in the French army, if still
alive), who accompanied King Stanislas
Loczinski into France., belonged to a
family of centenarians.  His father lived
to be one hundred and twenty-one, his
grandmother to be one hundred and
thirty.

Reorganizing the United h'l_;!l('N Army.

The committee on military affairs of
the United States’ house .‘l;_‘:n'i-ul upon a
bill to reorganize the army, it In-ing
tepresentative Banning’s bill, with some
amendments, and ordered it to be re-
ported faverably to the house. It does
not reduce the present effective foree of
the army, but reduces the number of in-
f:llllr}' n*.;:':lmf_'uls {from 'I\\'unl_\'-ﬁvp to
twenty, and the cavalry from ten to eight,
thus reducing the number of infantry
officers fiftv-five and of cavalry officers
fifteen, and incieases the size of the com-
panies and regiments. It does away with
the regimental organization of the artil-
lery, reducing the field officers of artillery
seventeen. It consolidates the quarter-
master and commissary departinents into
one, designated as the department of sup-
slies, making a large reduction of officers.
‘1 provides for a board to examine offi-
cers and for the discharge of all worthless
and ineflicient officers, and for an exam-
ination of the condition of retired officers,
All officers who lose their places under
the bill are placed upon a list of super-
numeraries, and are permitted to resign
with one year's pay Il:x_' each eight years
of service, or remain In service to per-
form such duty as they may be assigned to.

It provides for the eduecation of non-
commissioned officers and soldiers by the
commissioned officers, and for the promao-
tion of non commissioned officers to com-
missioned officers. Tt abolishes the office
of judge advocate, fixes the pay of first
pergeants at $40 per l’ll'illlll‘.mftk[“\”]r-
headquarters of the general of the army
at Washington in time of peace, and pro-
vides that he may act as secrétary of war
in the ahsence of the secretary or lem-
FOFAry vacancy in the office.

It provides that sutlers and post-
traders shall be first elected by a eouncil
of the administration, approved by the
department commanrder and the general
of the army, and appeinted by the secre-
tarv of war. It reduces the staff of all
peneral officers, and requires the general
of the army to repori reforms to Congress
annually, and ta look to economy in all
branches of the army. The bill ap-
proved by the testimony of many of the
aofficers of Lthe army. It i= a reduction ol
sbhout two hundred officers, and proposes
reforms which, if adopted, will, a Wash-
ington dispateh says, it s elaimed, add
greatly to the efliciency of the army.

AMERICA’S Bit SHOW.

A Model of Nationnl Wonders - An FExhi-
hition FostofMes.

For some time past Major J. W. Pow-

ell, chief of the second division of the

“peological survey of the territories,”

relief map which he intends to ecast in
aapier-mache or plaster of Paris for exhi-
‘lititm at the centennial display at Phil-
adelphia. From the negative cast will
be made the map which ix to go to
Philadelphia, and also such other copices
of it a8 may be needed. Major Powell's
excellent map brings together for com-
parison the Grand canyon of the Col-
orndo, the Yosemite valley., and the
Niagara gorge. We at the east are used
to thinking of Ningara as the superlative
of naturitl wonders, but a glance at this
relief map will forever enre one of any
such feeling. The entire gorge occupies
on it a space 3} inches in length by 1 inch
in breadth. The Yosemite valley occu-
vies 71 inches in length by 6 inches in
Lri‘:lillh. while the Grand canyvon of the
Colorado  occupies a =pace of 6 square
feet. The sealeis one-half an inch tothe
mile. We find therefore that Niagara
gorge 18 7 miles in length by 2 miles in
width: the Yosemite valley is 15 miles
in length by 12 miles in breadth; while
the Grand eanyon of the Colorado is 144
miles each way. Further, the greatest
depth of Niagara gorge is 260 feet; the
greatest depth of the Yosemite valley is
n little more than 4,000 feet, while the
depth of the Grand eanyon of the Col-
orado varies from 4,000 feet to more than
6,000 feet, All these points nre pre-
sented 1o the eve at a glance.  Their
relative sizes are matters of immediate
observation, and not of abstruse ecalcu-
fation. This instructive map will be
one of the curiosities of our great exhi-
bition. Comparative relief maps of thiy
kind sheuld become popular aidsin the
teaching of topography.

The United States government build-
ing and its contents will form an ex-
tremely interesting portion of the cen-
tennial exposition. It situated on
Belmont avenue, oppaosite the women’s
pavilion. At present the posioffice ix
the most advanced portion of the gov-
ernment building's interior, and is =sit-
nsted in the southeast corner of the edi-
fice. [tixintended to show the complete
workings of an American postoffice, and
practically illustrate them by aflording
muil conveniences to the centennial pub-
lie. The office comprises money-order
and r.gistration departments, letter-drops,
boxes, ete., and the mail will be collected
every hour for all parts of the warld.
These boxes are distributed thronghout
the entire grounds and other buildings,
and are decidedly ornamental. They
bear the picture of a letter sealed and
the words “* Mail collections hourly " in
the English, Spanikh, French, Italian,
(ierman, Russian, and Chinese languages,
Boxes will be rented to the general pub-
lic at the postoffice. Above the space
which these occeupy the American
shield. Below are cagles’ heads uphold-
ing a scroll upon which are the words
“ Centennial branch postoffice,” and on
either side are designed carrier-doves
holding letters in their bills.

The English building« "promise to he
among the largest, and in themselves the
most interesting, at the exhibition. They
compose a group of three, buildings, the
Largest one being intended for the com-
missioners’ offices, while the others are
to bhe used, one as a kitchen, the other
for the police force. They are half
timberedd structures, their ephemeral
character being shown by the fi ’ling that
i= used, which is neither brick nor stone,
but simply of laths and plaster. The
facade of the large building is oceupied
by three large gables, which express
their construction with all possible frank-
ness, and have that ﬂirul, picturesue-
ness which is found in the old hLalf-
timbkered houses of Chester and other
parts of England. The body of the build-
ing seems to be all window ; for the cuse-
ments of the rooms and corridors in the
two stories are connected, and form an
uninterrupted line of windows The
interior is attractively finished, great
attention having been paid to the mantel-
pieces, which are of sculptured hard
wood, fireplaces, stairway and furniture.
As might be expected, free use has been
made of tiles; painted tiles for the fire-
place jambs, enameled  tiles for the
hearths, encaustic tiles for the fAoors,
There are two halls; one a kind of inte
rior poreh, the other a larger and more
ham|l=amm-i_\' finished room, having at one
end s large black-walnut mantelpiece,
and from which the grund =tairway as-
cends to the nupper floor. A long corridor
opens right und left from this hall, giving
aceess Lo the various offices of the com
missioners.  In the upper story there are
other offices for the commissioners, and
a variety of smaller rooms appropriated
Lo the use of the housekeeper and do-
mMestics,
